A recent news item that caught our eye was to 
the effect that at Cardston one of the service clubs 
was initiating a program of placing a name plate at 
the entrance to each farm in the district. 

We’ve been advocating for years that this be 
done in the Vulcan district, but it’s only in the area 
east and south of Vulcan that it’s been done to any 
extent: If we remember right, this was a project of 
one or two Women’s Institute groups in this area, 
some years ago. • 

If the various community clubs and women’s or¬ 
ganizations throughout the district could make a 
scheme such as this a part of their year’s program, it 
would not be long before every farm in the area could 
be easily identified by its name-plate at the main en¬ 
trance. \ 

Itjmould be a matter of pride for every farmer 
to thus identify his farm, but if individual effort in 
this respect is lacking, the plan could be accomplished 
without a great deal of trouble, by the various dist¬ 
rict organizations.

Prairie fapners produced 1.3 billion bushels of 
grain in 1952. (Th€ Wheat Board had its plans made 
for the greatest possible export of the surplus. The 
welfare not only of the producers but every individual 
in Canada is concerned with the sale of the exportable 
quantities to overseas. countries. 

The Pacific seaboard is Canada’s only open water 
ports in the winter time. The Wheat Board had plans 
to ship a record volume of grainthrough these ports. 
Workers in the terminal elevators there, whose pay 
average close to 84,000 a year, took advantage of the 
^opportunity to demand more wages and more fringe 
benefits. They called a strike. The flow of grain 
through Vancouver and New Westminster terminals 
was shut dcfwn. 

The workers are demanding an increase of 12 1 /* 
cents an hour. That is not all. Other concessions de¬ 
manded would result in very considerable additional 
costs and greater inconvenience. Men would have to 
be kept on the payroll with little or nothing to do. The 
groundwork would be laid for further increases in 
wages and benefits. 

Through threats of strikes in the past two years 
terminal workers at the Pacific coast have gained pay 
increases of over 42 cents an hour, a 40-hour week 
and other benefits. The cost-of-living has dropped 7 
points in the past year but the men claimed they 
wanted pay on the same basis as carpenters and other 
workers who have seasonal employment. 

Prairie grain producers are now faced with the 
situation in which they are actually at the mercy df a 
small group of men whose demands for pay -and other 
benefits seemingly are insatiable.

Recommended Wheat Varieties 
For Southern Alberta, 1933 

'rhe following description of 
cereal varieties recommended for 
southern Alberta was recently 
punished by Mr. H. McKenzie, 
Ce/ealist at the Experimental Sta¬ 
tion at Lethbridge. 

The Alberta Varietal Zonation 
Committee meets annually to re¬ 
view recommendations concerning 
the most suitable cereal varieties 
to grow in Alberta. Many of the 
ri'commendations remain unchang 
ed from year to year. However, 
when new varieties prove super¬ 
ior to older varieties in yield or 
other characteristics, they replace 
the older varieties on the recom¬ 
mended list. 

Thatcher continues to be the 
highest yielder and is recommend¬ 
ed in-all ‘southern zones which in¬ 
clude I, 2A, 2C and 3A. Thatcher 
i° resistant to lodging and shat¬ 
tering. stem rust (except rare 
1501, loose smut and spring frost 
injury, but is susceptable to bunt. 
The bushel weight of tihis variety 
may be low under drought condi¬ 
tions and the kernals tend to 
bleach easily.

New Sawfly-Resistant 
Wheat Variety Chinook 

The production of Chinook will 
benefit both the wheat growers 
and the export grain trade. Farm¬ 
ers will be gratified to know that 
this new variety possesses both 
sawfly resistant and the ability to 
perform well under dry conditions 
Because Chinook has milling and 
baking characteristics equal to 
those of Marquis, it will be very 
acceptable to the grain trade, says 
A M. Wall. Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge. 

In recent years. Rescue has been 
grown in the sawfly-infested areas 
where It has proved effective in 
reducing losses from this Insect 
pest. However, the milling and 
baking characteristics of Rescue 
are inferior to those of Marquis 
and for this reason it ihas never 
been recommended for grades 
above 3 Manitoba Northern. The 
Searle Grain Company survey In 
1952 reported that Rescue was 
gro-wiP on more thafl 2,000,COO 
acres in Saskatchewan arid Alber¬ 
ta. Much of this area could be 
sown to Chinook in the future and 
the growers would be able to get 
higher 'grades, as well as control 
the sawflies. 

This new variety produces a 
higher bushel weight than Thatch¬ 
er or Rescue under dry conditions. 
Five-year averages from tests 
grown in Southern Alberta show¬ 
ed that Chinook weighed 60.7 
pounds per bushel. Rescue 59.3 
pounds and Thatcher 57.7 pounds 
per bushel Averages from tests in 
southwestern Saskatchewan also 
show that Chinook is superior in 
bushel weight. 

Yield results from tests in Sou¬ 
thern Alberta over a five-year 
period are as follows: Thatcher 
averaged 21.G bushels per acre, 
Chinook 20.1 and Rescue averaged 
19.4 bushels per acre. 

The length of time to mature, 
the height of stand and lodging 
resistance are similar for both 
Chinook and Rescue. The disease 
resistance of both varieties is 
about the same 

Seed of Chinook was increased 
in 1952 and 10,000 bushels have
